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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS : 



A process for making polymeric particles 

comprising : 

5 polymerizing an ethylenically unsaturated 

monomer as a dispersed phase suspended in an aqueous 
phase, said aqueous^phase containing a water-insoluble 
particulate stabilizer\having a size of less than 100 
nm and an effective amount of water-soluble inorganic 
10 salt to allow formation of Stable monomer droplets in 
the aqueous phase, said monomer droplets comprising at 
least 20% of a carboxylic acid containing monomer,. 

2. The process according \to claim 1, wherein 
15 the carboxylic acid containing monomeryis selected from 
the group consisting of acrylic- monomer s\ mono alky 1 
itaconates, monoalkyl maleates, citraconic^cid and

^\ styrenecarboxylic acid.

25 4. The process according to claim 1, wherein 

the water-insoluble particulate stabilizer comprises 
colloidal silica. 



5. The process/according to claim 1, wherein 
30 -the water-soluble inorganic salts present in the 

aqueous phase is in a concentration of from 10% to 50%.
